35c 
per hour in cities or towns of l« 3s 
than 2Gg£ )00 population, or 30c per 
hour for women. .There will b e no 
discrimination in wages b y reasoii 
of sex, and where in any case wo­ 
men do sub stantially the same work, 
or perform sub stantially the same 
duties as men, thqy .« hall receiv e 
the same rate of wages. 
“Prov ided further, apprentices

International Shoe Factory employees here seem 
to hav e adopted the wise policy of watchful waiting, 
with regard to retaining the “open shop” lab or atti­ 
tude in the locail plant- 
We say that adv isedly, b ecause word comes 
through v arious channels to the effect that this news­ 
paper has b een sev erely criticised b y those who are at­ 
tempting to organize the Sikeston factory, either for 
direct personal gain, or under the b elief that general 
b enefit would accrue. 
But that is neither here nor there. The one parti­ 
cular interest of this newspaper in the matter is to see 
the International Shoe Factory remains in Sikeston. 
That is more important, b asically, than all the argu­ 
ments for or agautflit lab or unions comb ined. 
We know and the employees know that the Inter­ 
national Shoe Factory was organized on the open shop 
principle, and further, that the mov e from the city to 
rural areas came to escape the constant b ickerings, the 
troub les and the usual criticism associated with or­ 
ganized lab or. 
With that in mind, and with the further statement 
clearly fixed that no particular griev ance against the 
present local management v oiced, we cannot sub scrib e 
to the effort b eing made to organize lab or here. We b e­ 
liev e any clear thinking man or woman will agree. 
There are, howev er, other things to mention in 
connection with a watchful waiting policy. Why or­ 
ganize and pay out perfectly good- hard-earned money 
to an organization, when unorganized lab or in the 
factory here is receiv ing exactly the same b enefits of 
the shoe code accorded the organized factory? And 
furthermore, if organization is the only way out; if 
ab uses creep into the present setup, there is always 
time to remedy the situation AFTER that situation is 
clearly defined ? 
The “grapev ine” route b rings further information 
that the Cape Girardeau International Shoe Factory 
with some 1385 or 1400 employees is engaged in or­ 
ganizing. Well and good, let them organize. The in­ 
formation has sifted through, howev er, that the Cape 
Girardeau organizers would appreciate hav ing Sikes­ 
ton join the same group, and to b e affiliated directly 
with the organization there. 
Nothing could b e more foolish, nor more detri­ 
mental to the common good of the Sikeston memb er, 
who at most, Vould only hav e the force of 560 work­ 
ers v oting in his b ehalf. In other words the working 
conditions, wages etc., in effect might not please the 
Girardeau group b ut they might b e perfectly agree­ 
ab le to the Sikeston employee. Yet a strike originated 
b y the larger group would necessarily inv olv e the 
smaller, Sikeston group. That, to our way of thinking, 
is hardly fair representation. 
One more thing. The Sikeston employee might do 
well to continue to allow matters to drift along as they 
are at present. Much of the present unrest and indi- 
cision will ev entually iron itself out.

International Shoe Factory employees here seem 
to have adapted the wise policy of watchful waiting, 
with regard to retaining the “open shop” labor atti­ 
tude in the local plant- 
We say that advisedly, because word comes 
through various channels to the effect that this news­ 
paper has been severely criticised by those who are at­ 
tempting to organize the Sikeston factory, either for 
direct personal gain, or under the belief that general 
benefit would accrue. 
But that is neither here nor there. The one parti­ 
cular interest of this newspaper in the matter is to see 
the International Shoe Factory remains in Sikeston. 
That is more important, basically, than all the argu­ 
ments for or against labor unions combined. 
We know and the employees know that the Inter­ 
national Shoe Factory was organized on the open shop 
principle, and further, that the move from the city to 
rural areas came to escape the constant bickerings, the 
troubles and the usual criticism associated with or­ 
ganized labor. 
With that in mind, and with the further statement 
clearly fixed that no particular grievance against the 
present local management voiced, we cannot subscribe 
to the effort being made to organize labor here. We be­ 
lieve any clear thinking man or woman will agree. 
There are, however, other things to mention in 
connection with a watchful waiting policy. 
Why or­ 
ganize and pay out perfectly good- hard-earned money 
to an 
organization, when 
unorganized labor in the 
factory here is receiving exactly the same benefits of 
the shoe code accorded the organized factory? 
And 
furthermore, if organization is the only way out; if 
abuses creep into the present setup, there is always 
time to remedy the situation AFTER that situation is 
clearly defined? 
The “grapevine” route brings further information 
that the Cape Girardeau International Shoe Factory 
with some 1385 or 1400 employees is engaged in or­ 
ganizing. Well and good, let them organize. 
The in­ 
formation has sifted through, however, that the Cape 
Girardeau organizers would appreciate having Sikes­ 
ton join the same group, and to be affiliated directly 
with the organization there. 
Nothing could be more foolish, nor more detri­ 
mental to the common good of the Sikeston member, 
who at most, Vould only have the force of 560 work­ 
ers voting in fiis behalf. 
In other words the working 
conditions, wages etc., in effect might not please the 
Girardeau group but they might be perfectly agree­ 
able to the Sikeston employee. Yet a strike originated 
by the larger group would necessarily involve the 
smaller, Sikeston group. That, to our way of thinking, 
is hardly fair representation. 
One more thing. The Sikeston employee might do 
well to continue to allow matters to drift along as they 
are at present. Much of the present unrest and indi- 
cision will eventually iron itself out. 
In the long run, it would seem to us that the un­ 
organized Sikeston group would fare better than the 
organized, if the well-established practice and princi­ 
ple of the International Shoe Factory is maintained.
